A Manageable Parachute. 


LievUeflant Mansfield, of the Royal 


Naval reserve, uiado his ascent from the 
Victoria gardens recently, sitting upon 
a trapeze immediately beneath the bal- 
loon, to which was aleo attached a para- 
chute of a new fashion. The whole rose 
to a bepjjht which rendered even the big 
bftUCon itself scarcely visible in the 
cloudless sky. It was now, as appears 
•from tlys brave seaman's narrative, at an 
altitude of 11,400 feet, or more than two 
miles, commanding a vast horizon; but 
the'voyager's hands were so numbed 
that he was becoming unable to feel the 
cords. 


Then, says Lieutenant 
Mansfield, 


"finding my apparatus all clear, I took 
the balloon ring in my right hand, drew 
myself clear of tho trapeze and dropped 
down into space." After descending 
with terrible velocity for some distance 
the parachute began -to open. At 10,200 
feet he was falling at n groat speed, btit 
was fully able to control the apparatus. 
At 10,000 feet he was sailing down calm- 
ly into space. Then he drifted to and 
fro in various counter currents, and at 
1,000 
feet exactly felt the heat from a 


long, red, iron chimney. 


Now comes the more remarkable part 


of the narrative: "Steering my para- 
chute," he continues, "to tho eastward, 
I dropped her rapidly to clear tho build- 
ings alu.>nJ, and set'jng nothing but 
houses to descend qn, I selected thf 
flattest I could find and dropped gently 
down on it." A spectator who watched 
the voyage from the gardens gives a 
vivkl account of straining the eyes till 
he was just able to discern a tiny white 
speck on the blue sky. 
After what 


seemed a terrible length of time Lieu- 
tenant Mansfield became visible swing- 
ing TUider the parachute and working 
the valve lines so as to insure a «vfe 
landing when ho chose to make it. 


Such a complete master of tho air has 


never been seen before in this country.— 
London Invention. 


A Mysterious lilow. 


An army officer is reported to have in- 


invented a wonderful electrical system 
of auxiliary harbor defenses. 


It is claimed that the device is BO con- 


structed that if a single ship or fleet of 
any number of vessels attempts to enter 
a harbor where the system has been in- 
troduced each ship could be struck o 
blow (with what or in what way it is 
not stated) equal to- 50,000 tons, and the 
blow would come from overhead, out of 
the air, as the ship ecossed a certain line. 


The mysterious blow, it is stated, is tc 


come vertically, and is to strike upon 
the part of the ship where it will do the 
most permanent harm. Twenty of these 
Thorhammer blows can be struck in ten 
seconds 'of *ime. Several army officers 
and naval experts are said to have in- 
vestigated the method, and are reported 
to have agreed that W»a blow could cer- 
tainly be struck within a foot or two of 
the point indicated. 


It Is further said, that the blpw cannot 


be warded or conducted off, as a stroke 
of lightning might be, but would shat- 
ter the object struck into fragments.— 
Boston Herald.

A Big DUcovury of Gold. 


Herman Beniharilt, August Hultnann 


and Herman Rone, all well known res- 
idents of this city, returned cm Friday 
from a prospecting trip in the vicinity 
of Cottonwood Springs, about 125 miles 
duft east from this place, bringing with 
them about $1,000 worth of gold, almost 
pure, that they had taken from decom- 
posed quartz lodge that they had dis- 
covered, twenty-two miles north of Cot- 
ton wod rVnujjH. They state that tho 
ledge is \^ule for two miles over the 
mountains and is rich in gold wherever 
it has been tapped. Immediately after 
the discovery two of the partners came 
to this city to procxire supplies and tyols 
to commence work, and they returned 
to the mines Tuesday. Several business 
men and about forty prospectors left 
also, all headed for the new El Dorado.

est ever known in this section of the 
country, there have been several stories 
told, and nearly all old miners agree 
that tho old Pcglog mino, which has been 
lost for years and which was reported 
as murvclously rich, has now been re- 
discovered.

agrees exactly with that brought in in 
large amounts every little while by In- 
dians, who have been tracked and fol- 
lowed, but who would never reveal the 
place from which they got their gold, 
and they havo always struck ovit in the 
direction of Cottonwood Springs. Sev- 
eral parties are outfitting here for the 
now mines.—San Bernardino Cor.

An Arnatenr Organization, the Members 


of Which Have Their Hoases Connect- 
ed by Wires, So That They Muy Com- 
municate with K»ch Other toy TcleBraph. 


One of the most novel or unique or- 


ganizations in Brooklyn is one that has 
recently gained a new lease of life 
through tho infusion of new and vig- 
orous blood and by a thorough reorgan- 
ization. It is called the Phenix Morse 
Telegraph club, and is perliaps the only 
ono of its kind in the United States. 
The old organization was formed in 
1879 and started in life under the name 
of the Phonis club. It was inaugurated 
by a number of youug people, some of 
whom were engaged in occupation as 
telegraphers, and others of different vo- 
cations, who took pleasure in studying 
the mysterious language .of dots and , 
dashes. A private telegraph lino was 
established and connected with the res- 
idences of the members. A busy wire 
it was too. The hum of conversation, 
if it can be termed such, was constant 
throughout the evening. Stories were 
passed over the electrical current, jests 
aud jokes bandied, chess and checkers 
played by individuals who liked this 
sort of recreation, and in fact as good 
a time was usually passed as if the mem- 
bers were brought in contact with each 
other by person in one room. 


Jokes of an innocent character were 


also carried on over the circuit, which 
had the advantage in so far as to allow 
the perpetrator to remain unknown or 
making it unnecessary to flee from the 
wrath of the person upon whom it was 
inflicted. Quito a number of these are 
stock property among the old members, 
who relate them to friends with aa jnuch 
gusto and enjoyment as if they had oc- 
curred only yesterday. One of these is 
to the effect that two members after 
practicing with another in the early 
evening, during which the sender trans- 
mitted the Morse characters as fast as 
he coold, or as telegraphers would say 
"rushed" the receiver, notwithstanding 
the protests of this unfortunate disciple 
of America's noted inventor. The latter 
promised himself that a speedy revenge 
would follow, and sought to find sorna 
means whereby he could make the 
"rusher" aa uncomfortable as he liad 
been previously. 


Tho practicing finally came to an end, 


and the receiver waited until an un- 
earthly hour of tho m'orning, when he 
supposed his victim had gone to bed and 
when the click of a sounder would strike 
the gloom and qniot with the distinct- 
ness of LV blow from a trip hammer. 
At 


about 3 o'clock in the morning he went 
to tho instrument and began to call his 
victim in n manner which would indi- 
cate that a fire had purhapti broken oul 
ir that the transmitter had serio\is noec 
if aid in some diro calamity. 
He called 


in thiu furious nlyle until he had awak- 
ened the sleeper, who jumped np out of 
bed and wont to the instrument, ex- 
pecting to hear that something dreadful 
luid happened. Ho answered the call 
qiuvkingly. His indignation can bo im- 
agined when the query came slowly and 
distinctly: 
"Will you please tell me tho time; my 


clock haa run down." 


His answer is not recorded, but it Is 


safe to assume that the immediate vicin- 
ity became as warm aa a hot box of on 
overheated wheel. 


Tho organization went on in the even 


tenor of its way until two or three years 
ago, when it began to languish, partly 
on account of a defection of members 
who moved away from tho city or be- 
cause the remaining persona would not 
shoulder in the proper or necessary man- 
ner the worry and expense of conduct- 
ing such and organization. 
Then came 


another club which was purely social 
in its character and which was also 
called the Phenix chib. It may have 
been that the similarity of names caused 
a bond of friendship to be established 
or that some of tho members of this 
body were capable of handling a key 
and working the electrical current 
However this may be, tho two organ- 
izations were amalgamated and a now 
order of affairs brought about thereby. 
The name was changed to the present 
one, and under which it started out with 
bright and prosperous auspices. 


A flat, corner of Marcy avonuo and 


Pulton street, has been made tho head- 
quarters of the club, and which may bo 
termed the main office of this amateur 
telegraph company. Here aro located 
tho battery room, which furnishes the 
powerful fluid by which the wire is 
worked, and anothpr, which is called the 
operating room, in v. hicharo placed four 
sets of instruments and a double practic- 
ing outfit. 
A giUvouomfter, whereby 


the wire is measured, BO that the where- 
about* of any trouble on the lino can be 
detected, ia also included in this Hpuco. 
Mooting!) and social gatherings aro held 
in u larger room running off from this 
one. Eighty cells of battery work tho 
circuit, which covers a distance of uuar- 
ly eighteen miles in this city, luainly in 
tho upper residence scctio.i. 


Thu old "string" was ovt-rhaulcil by 


an expfjriinicotl lineman recently and 
put iu HufBciently substantial hhapo in 
order to enable it to mom readily resist 
tho wear and tear of !i line in a large 
and busy city. Tho circuit is placod 
along tho housetops on tho route, and 
trouble of any kind or, an an operator 
would say, "bugs" lire rarely mot with 
or experienced. Twenty-three &u called 
"offices" are on tho circuit, all of which 
have thoir calls iu the nainu manner us 
do the stations of a telegruph company. 


Among the present mumbers of the 


club aro practical telegraphers of fkill 
and records for sending and receiving. 
Considerable rivalry exists betweoi 
them, and it is proposed at some future 
time to have a tournament fur fust tnms- 
mitting and also for skill and ability in 
receiving the Morso characters. Classes 
will bo established in order to give every 
one a chance, Ono of the fnatest eendoit- 
iu the country*is tho secretary of the or- 
ganization, Mr. Frank L. Catlin.—Brook- 
lyn Euglo.
